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This is a decision on the petition filed November 21, 2001, 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b), to revive the above-identified 
application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned as a result of 
petitioner's failure to timely reply to the non-final Office 
action mailed November 3, 2000, which set a three (3) month 
shortened statutory period for reply. No extensions of time 
under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were obtained. No reply 
having been received, the application became abandoned on 
February 4, 2001. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on June 4, 
2001. 

With the instant petition, petitioner filed a request for a 
continued prosecution application (CPA) of the above-identified 
application under 37 CFR 1.53(d), and met all other requirements 
for a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

The above-identified application is being revived solely for 
purposes of continuity. As continuity has been established by 
this decision reviving the application, the application is again 
abandoned in favor of the CPA, filed November 21, 2001. 

In the "Statement of Unintentional Abandonment" submitted with 
the instant petition, petitioner points out that Corvascular, 
Inc. is the current assignee of record. However, Office records 
do not indicate that any assignment . papers under 37 CFR 3.73(b) 
have been filed in the above-identified application. 1 

Furthermore, Office computer records indicate a Revocation and 
Power of Attorney was filed on November 30, 2001, granting the 
power of attorney to the law firm of Johnson & Johnson. However, 
as no such paper is found in the application file, the power of 
attorney and correspondence address of record have been changed
